“Tell me about the camels.” 


1856 


‘Well, it was in the 1850s that 
we were grievously troubled with 
transport in the West, particu- 
larly Texas and the adjacent 
territory into Albuquerque. 
There were no roads, there was 
desert country and, most of all, 
there was almost no water. The 
Indians were hostile. 

‘In March, 1855, Congress 
voted the money. On Feb. 15, 
1856, a ship carrying a bewil- 
dered cargo of 33 camels pulled 
out of Smyrna. They were three 
months on the way, encounter- 
ing violent seas. The camels 
were seasick and the Arabs were 
worse. All were in a vile tem- 
per when’ they reached Indian- 
ola, Tex., a port on the gulf with 
access to San Antonio. 

‘The camels threw a fit when 
they put foot on shore, cavorting 
about, breaking lines, and drag- 
ging Arabs all over the beach. 
Maj. Henry C. Wayne, who was 
the Army man in charge, got the 
caravan organized and sent it on 
its way up the road toward San 
Antonio. Cowboys and wagon 
train crews threatened to shoot 
the camels. The route was 
marked with runaway horses 
and mules, broken bridle reins 
and runaway saddle _ horses. 


Caravan 


‘‘In San Antonio the caravan 
was rested, and the Arabs used 
the time to teach Army mule 


skinners how to pack and handle | 


camels and they were. soon on 
the way to Camp Verde, south 
of Kerrville. There Capt. Ed- 
ward F. Beale arranged to use 
them to lay out a wagon road 
from Fort Defiance, Ariz., to the 
Colorado River. He left on June 
25, 1857, with 25 camels, each 
packed with an average weight 
of 576 pounds. 

“The captain loved them. He 
looked on in admiration as the 
camels, never thirsty, munched 
happily on bitter root brush and 
padded along over sharp, rasp- 
like rocks with never a hint of 
sore feet. On Aug. 9, they were 
in Albuquerque, the camels trail- 
hardened and fat from eating 
mesquite bush. They carried 
700 pounds each out of Albu- 


querque on to the Colorado | 


River. 


About this time news came 
that a second shiprrent of 40 | 
camels and more Arab _han- 


diers had arrived in San An- 
tonio. The Army was gleeful. 
One of the strongest supporters 
of camels was Lt. Edward Hartz. 
He took a caravan on an ex- 
tended trip into the Trans-Pecos 


country and kept the camels | 
moving for five days without | 


water or feed, save for what 
they snatched along the way. 

Lt. W. H. Echols .ook a cara- 
van out into rough country and 
kept them going for 42 days. Their 
best time was 110 miles in four 
days, through heavy country, but 
they were without water or feed. 
They came back in good shape. 

‘‘Camels were proved and Con- 
gress would have voted money 
for many more. But the Civil 
War came on. The camels were 
scattered and abandoned. The 
war proved what railroads could 
do. After the war men thought 
in terms of steel rails and the 
camels never came back. 

‘‘But once Congress did vote 
money to import them—and the 
experiment succeeded—only to 
be lost because the rails, too, 
had proved even better.” :

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Public Gets Chance 
To Weigh Taxation 


President Eisenhower took to the air 
Monday night to explain to the people the 
administration's and the Republican 
Party’s tax program. That is well and 
good. He made a good case and the logic 
of his position is clear. 


The fundamental difference in. ap- 
proach to taxes and economic policies 
between the two parties is clearcut. The 
“trickle down” theory, traditionally Re- 
publican, is perfectly apparent in the tax 
reform bill that the President hopes to 
get through Congress. 


The Democrats, who at last count out- 
numbered the Republicans in the country, 
have asked for and received free tele- 
vision time at 9 p.m. Tuesday to present 
their side of the tax question. Following 
a suggestion by Sen. J. William Fulbright 
(Dem- Ark.), the Democratic National 
Committee requested the opportunity to 
present the differing viewpoint. 


Sen. George will speak. As the most in- 
formed man in Congress on tax matters, 
the Georgia senator is fully qualified. He 
is certainly the Democratic spokesman in 
matters of finance and is rated as conser- 
vative on fiscal and tax problems. 

The Georgian, speaking for his party, 
has disagreed with much of the tax reform 
bill. He is requesting more tax relief to 
the consumer, basing his reasoning on the 
fact that increased purchasing power is 
necessary if business is to prosper. 

Such public debate is in the national 
interest. Certainly the entire country is 
concerned with tax bills and a thorough 
airing of differences would be beneficial 
to all concerned. Reckless handling of 
the tax problem by Congress could lead 
to fiscal and economic tangles of huge 
magnitude. 

By all means, let the Democrats take 
their side of the question to the country 
with equal vigor. Let public opinion it- 
self decide the issues after getting full 
information on both viewpoints. It is too 
important for a one-sided decision—much 
more important than the futile wrangling 
by both parties about Sen. McCarthy.

Storm Warning Service 


Can Stand Improvement 


Areas about Macon and Columbus 
have, for the second time within a year, 
been grievously damaged by tornadoes, 
suffering loss of life and millions in prop- 
erty damage. 

The Atlanta Constitution joins in sym- 
pathy for the sorrowing families. Eight 
persons are dead and almost 100 are in- 
jured. | 

Out of this disaster comes an editorial 
suggestion—namely, that the weather bu- 
reau augment its warning service. It has 
been only in recent months that tornado 
warnings have been issued. Because they 
are new to us, there are some who panic 
and who protest such “scares’’ when no 
storm strikes them. 

We urge that all newspapers, radio 
and television stations work with the al- 
Wways-cooperative weather bureau in de- 
veloping this warning service and an un- 
derstanding of it. The bureau always 
knows when “tornado conditions” exist. 
Atlanta had such warnings late Saturday 
afternoon and we did have winds, hail 
and rains which did relatively minor dam- 
age. 

The bureau knew that the movement 
of a cold front of air was meeting with 
the warm air of the abnormally summer- 
like days we had enjoyed and that intense 
turbulence would result. If we had been 
educated to such warnings, and if all 
media joined in presenting them, damage 
from such disasters as those of Saturday 
could be reduced. With proper warnings, 
persons and property could be, in a meas- 
ure at least, prepared and protected. 

For the taxpayer there is a sad note. 

Eight of the huge C-110 Flying Boxcar 
planes were tumbled about by the storm; 
13 gasoline trucks were smashed when the 
fury of the storm catapulted two aircraft 
into them, and other government prop- 
erty was damaged. The tornado cut a 
swath about 600 yards wide across the 
‘Lawson base. The “boxcars” cost better 
than $500,000 each—fully equipped they 
cost almost $1,000,000 each. Those taxes 
we just paid already have a new dent in 
them. 


Gen. Gillem Offers Hope 


For Solution to Traffic 


There’s a fresh outlook—and hope—in 
the initial statement from Lt. Gen. Alvan 
C. Gillen, appointed last weekend by 
Mayor William B. Hartsfield as chairman 
of Atlanta’s new traffic and transportation 
committee. 

“We know nothing of politics,” said 
Gen. Gillem, “but believe that an intelli- 

gent approach to the problem coupled with 


sustained educational and enforcement 
campaigns will vastly improve the situa- 
tion.” 


The new chairman has already defined 
traffic and safety as Atlanta’s No. 1 prob- 
lem. The mayor has appointed a strong 
commission to tackle this vital problem. 


The choice of Gen. Gillem as chairman 
is a happy one. In the Army, the general's 
experience included the direction of troops 
under conditions that made smooth flow 
of traffic a military ‘“‘must.”’ Coupled with 
his knowledge of the problems is his love 
of Atlanta as shown by his choice of the 
city as a home when it came time for him 
to retire. And he has demonstrated a great 
public spirit through capable service as 
executive director for the Georgia chap- 
ter of the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis. . 


. Chairman Gillem and his commission 
will learn about political pressures and 
selfish interests as reaction sets in to traf- 
fic and parking recommendations the 
group may make. But we are sure they 
have the strength to stand up under and 
against the pressure. 


We are confident that the commission 
can develop a program that will cut the 
accident total and speed the traffic flow.

Opportunities Beckon 


Georgia Agriculture 


Georgia’s agricultural future is the 
subject matter of an interesting new book- 
let issued by the University of Georgia's 
College of Agriculture. Entitled “Oppor- 
tunities in Georgia’s Agriculture,” it points 
out what is being done and what can be 
done to improve production and rural liv- 
ing. 

During the period from 1930 to 1950, 
the number of people on farms in the state 
dropped 32 per ceht while at the same time 
the rural nonfarm population increased 
93.9 per cent. The number of urban dwell- 
ers in the same period increased by 74.1 
per cent. 


In 1950, the number of people gaining 
their livelihood from agriculture dropped 
to 27.9 per cent, compared with 48.6 in 
1930. 

The number of people on the farms is 
still larger than the national average, 
which is about 15 per cent. In the mean- 
time the trend from rural areas continues 
as industrialization spreads. 

These figures mean, as the booklet 
points out, a larger consuming population 
and market for farm products. They point 
to growing mechanization; each farm 
worker will handle more acres of land, 


‘and per capita farm incomes will continue 


to increase. 

Industrialization has already forced an 
agricultural revolution. The process is 
continuing. The efficiency of those who 
choose to remain on the land must in- 
crease to meet the demands of growing 
markets. 

The booklet points out correctly that 
farm producers must have the best avail- 
able research and guidance to meet the 
changing situation. New methods, new 
ideas and improvements must be put to 
work. Farm operators must apply good 
business methods as well as production 
genius to achieve a more efficient and 
profitable operation. 


Dulles Did Good Work 


At Caracas Conference 


Secretary of State Dulles won sub- 
stantial victories for a solid front against 
Communist aggression at the Caracas con- 
ference. Almost unanimous approval for 
his resolution to consider a Communist 
revolution in any American nation, north 
or south, as a matter of concern for the 
whole hemisphere has wide diplomatic im- 
plications. 3 

The resolution, which only Guate- 
mala disapproved, serves notice on Mos- 
cow to keep hands off the Americas. It 
hints, too, at a new interpretation of the 
Monroe Doctrine that served in the past 
to protect Am«rican republics from mili- 
tary aggressio:r from without. 

In future, then, revolutions within 
that are promoted from outside will be 
considered a breach of hemispheric se- 
curity. Whether they will be of suffi- 
cient grounds to warrant armed and diplo- 
matic intervention will depend upon the 
individual cases. 

We are glad to see this evidence of 
progress toward greater understanding be- 
tween the Americas. The future of South 
America, especially, concerns all of us. At 
its present rate of development and 
growth, the area is becoming of greater 
political and economic importance than 
any of us have yet realized. It deserves 
more, not less, attention.

The Board of Regents of the 
University System recognized this 
craving of man when it adopted a 
firm policy of no honorary de 
grees. Such degrees are more cove 
eted by nonscholars than scholars, 
and many are the captains of in 
dustry who have joined the illus- 
trious ranks of savants and felt 
considerably more distinguished 
for having done so. In return for 
this honor the school’s endow- 
ment often is increased, but there 
must be a question in educators’ 
minds as to whether the rise in 
cash assets is worth the decline in 
prestige. 

People join groups which give 
them an excuse to dress up and 
be colorful, which they can't be 
ordinarily. They carry swords and 
they wear ostrich plumes, and 
have a wonderful time. This play 
acting, this getting away from it 
all and waving the peacock's tail 
about is no monopoly of any part 
of society, but is universal. 


A grandfather of mine, who was 
a man of considerable distinction 
and knew his fellows well, neatly 
summed up this hunger for rec- 
ognition. : 

“You could incorporate an out- 
house,”” he onée said, ‘‘and get 
any man in Atlanta you wanted to 
serve on the board of directors.” 


As we 


study His miracles we realize that He did something above and 
beyond our psychological techniques and understanding. His mir- 
acles are on a level far above psychology. He possessed spiritual 


power. 


In the ninth chapter of Mark, we have laid before us step by 


step the method He used. 


Most of His miracles happened &o 


quickly we cannot analyze them. To the cripple He merely said, 


“Take up thy bed and walk.” 

To the winds and waves He said, 
‘Peace be still’’ and it was done. 
One woman just touched the hem 
of His garment and she was healed. 
But in Mark 9 we have the process 
in slow motion so we can see it. 

It begins with the transfigura- 
tion experience on the mountain. 
“After six days Jesus taketh with 
him Peter, and James, and John, 
and leadeth them up into a high 
mountain apart by themselves” 
(Mark 9:2). Let’s look at three 
important steps there. 

(1) ‘After six days.’’ Six days 
in the Bible is the symbol for hon- 
est work. God finished the Crea- 
tion in six days. In the Ten Com- 
mandments we are told, ‘‘six days 
shalt thou labor’? (Exodus 20:9). 
Work is a part of the business of 
living and we cannot enter the 
presence of God on lazy feet. Pray- 
er is never a substitute for work. 

(2) “Jesus taketh with him 
Peter, and James, and John.” 
There are two comments to make 
about that. First, those were the 
three closest to Him and between 
them there was g deep friendship. 
Praying alone is powerful but 
praying with those whose spirit is

harmohious with ours is even more 
powerful. We remember that Jesus 
said, ‘‘Where two or three are 
gathered together in my name, 
there I am in the midst of them” 
(Matt. 18:20). We gain support 
from each other. 

Second, in his Paradiso, Dante 
says that Peter represents faith; 
James, .hope; and John, love. 
Whether there is Scriptural basis 
for that or not, the fact is those 
are the essential ingredients of 
prayer. Faith that the answer is 
possible. Hope that causes us to 
concentrate on the solutions rather 
than the problems. Love that rids 
our lives of selfishness, of jealousy 
and envy, that teaches us the 
meaning of sacrificial living. 

(3) On the mountain they had a 
tremendous spiritual experience. 
Later Jesus was to demonstrate 
His miracle-working power in the 
healing of a little boy at the foot 
of that mountain, but first He re- 
ceived the power Himself. We can- 
not expect to be able to use God's 
power when we, ourselves, have 
not experienced it. 

There we see the preparation 
for the miracle which followed. 
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But unhappily it is 


also the coincident objective today of the Democratic Party’s leader-

The Democratic Party has had 
for years many defenders of the 
private-enterprise system. Men 
like Sen. Walter F. George of 
Georgia have stood in the fore- 
front of the battle ta keep the 
radical socialists from accom- 
plishing their programs of con- 
fiscation. So today there is deep 
regret among conservatives in 
both parties that, for some 
strange reason, so highly respect- 
ed a man as the Georgia senator 
should allow himself to be per- 
suaded to fall for the radical- 


socialist game. ‘ 


To play politics is not the habit 
of Senator George. Nor is it the 
habit of many others of deep con- 
viction who have fought social- 
ism and radicalism. The South 
is supposed to be the last citadel 
of anti-radicalism in America. 
When Senator George surrenders 
to political expediencies or the 
blandishments of a partisan lead- 
ership, it is time for concern. 

The President may not get a 
majority in Congress for his tax 
bill if enough Republicans desert 
him and join with the Democrats. 

The core of the controversy is 
whether or not the personal ex- 
emption, now $600, shall be ine 
creased to $700. If the exemp- 
tion is adopted by Congress, the 
whole job-creating plan of the 
administration will be imperiled 
and the Treasury will lose $2,500,- 
000,000 in revenue. Senator 
George wants the exemption to 
go even higher. 

It is supposed to be popular in 
an election year to vote de 
creases in taxes but, if it pro- 
duces economic chaos it is dif- 
ficult to. see how the wrecking 
crew itself can escape punish- 
ment at the polls.

“The cession challenged here,” 
said Reed, ‘‘does not affect the 
power and responsibility of the 
United States as sovereign to foster 
and protect against foreign and 
domestic enemies that area ceded 
to the proprietorship of the respec- 
tive states.” 


MORE THAN PROPERTY 


Justice Douglas, however, said 
that more than property rights 
were involved in the Texas, 
Louisiana and California decisions. 


‘“‘We are dealing here with inci- 
dents of national sovereignty,”’ he 
said. “The marginal sea is not 
an oil well; it is more than a mass 
of water; it is a protective belt 
for the entire nation over which the 
United States must exercise ex- 
clusive and paramount authority.” 


Justice Black also felt that the 
decision of the majority might 
have the effect of “depriving the 
United States of complete and un- 
hampered control of the ocean bor- 
dering our nation.’’ He said that 
he had trouble “in thinking that 
Congress could sell or give away 
the Atlantic or Pacific oceans.”

At bit of metal in 
the string—and I hear that a lot of strings now have a thread of 
metal] run through—or a wet string can transmit a load of elec- 
tricity sufficient to kill a person. 


Of course, the business of climbing a pole to dislodge a kite 
is practically suicidal and Mr. Hatfield urges parents to instruct 
their children not to try to dislodge a kite at all. The tug-of-war 
that goes on when a child tries to pull a kite down might pull 
a couple of wires together and result in a short circuit, which cin 
cause no end of trouble. 


The power company officials agree there's nothing sadder 
than to see your prize kite fouled up on a power line, its proud, 


jagged tail limp, its ribs cracked. He doesn’t like to have kites | 


drooping over light lines either. In fact. the power company will 
send out and remove stuck kites if called. 

Dangerous as kite-flying is in the congested areas of a city, 
it still gives you a lift to drive through a crowded, down-at-the 
heel section and see a kite in the sky. You know that some in- 
trepid soul has escaped dingy. encompassing walls, has left 
squalor and paved streets behind. You know that small, grubby 
hands may hold the other end of the kite string but there's a 
mind in the sky.

Bill in Senate 


The House today passed and sent 
to the Senate legislation to give 
the consent of Congress to the 
establishment of a permanent 
boundary line between Alabama 
and Florida in the vicinity of 
the Perdido River.

Ducks — 40,000 of them — ap-! 
parently ducked their usual Geor-| 
gia vacation after the hunting sea- 
son this year, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service says. ; 

The 1954 water fowl cerisus, un- 
dertaken in mid-January by state 
game wardens and federal men, ' 
sighted 122,000 taking advantage, 
of coastal marshes, inland lakes, 
and swamps. 

Compared to the 163,700 found’ 
last year, that’s a sharp drop in| 
quacking visitors. | 

Whether the fowl were hindered. 
by bad flying weather or were, 
tired of travel after dodging buck- | 
shot and decoys isn't known. Dr. ' 
George Sanders of the federal 
agency, who compiled the census, 
said he hopes the bird counts in 
Northern Atlantic states will help 
explain it. 

Duck travel was lower in most’ 
states along the southern route of 
the Atlantic flyway, he said. 

Diving ducks showed the most 
lethargy to coming south, while 
Mallards brought a few friends 
along this year, Dr. Sanders said. | 
Coots, too, increased their Georgia 
colony by 200 over the 6,000 re. 
ported in 19533. 

Geese were down to 1,100 winter’ 
residents—900 less than last year. | 

The Georgia tally was taken at 
all the major gathering places, Dr. 
Sanders said, by men in ome! 
planes, in cars and on foot.
